N. Boswonh. He told police he 
was a self-employed ' con- 
tractor and formerly a bar- 
tender. 


GAEDT, WHO did not have 
a driver's license, had a bomb 
with a short fuse on die front 
seat, police said. Inside . the 
trunk police found 103 sticks of 
dynamite, 90 nonelectrical 
blasting caps, 50 feet of safety 
fuse and black friction tape. 
He also was carrying a '.22- 
caliber pistol, O'Donnell said. 

Gaedt told investigators he 
’ was holding the explosives for 
.P hillip Alpera , a former liquor 
store owner now in prison af- 
ter being convicted of setting 
fire to a competing store. 

Gaedt said he onck worked 
as a bartender for Alpem at 
Phil's Liquors, formerly at 950 
W. Armitage. Alpem was con- 
victed of setting fire to Ar- 
royo's Liquors, 1001 W. Arm- 
itage, on May 2, 1972. 

Gaedt gave no explanation 
why he was • carrying the- ex- 
plosives in his car. 

He was charged with felon- 
ious possession of explosives, 
unlawful use of a weapon and 
two traffic violations. 
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
